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COMPARISON OF ECONOMIC CONDITIONS BY CITIES 


HE charts on the following pages compare economic conditions in 96 cit- 
ies in the United States. In each of these cities a comparison is made of 
the last quarter of 1958 with the last quarter of 1957. 


The factors compared are real estate activity, mortgage activity, residen- 
tial construction, bank debits to individual accounts, employment, wages, and 
department store sales. The percentage change is shown in figures; the red 
bars indicate a decrease and the blue bars represent an increase. 


The fact that a city is up or down from a year ago can often be traced toa 
change in local conditions rather than reflecting minor national movements. 


REAL ESTATE ACTIVITY: There are real estate figures on 84 cities. In 
71 of these cities, real estate activity was higher in the fourth quarter of 1958 
in comparison with the corresponding period of a year ago; 12 cities showed a 
decrease and 1 remained unchanged. The cities with the biggest increases in 
real estate activity were Jacksonville, Florida; Salt Lake City, Utah; Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee; Nashville, Tennessee; and Des Moines, Iowa. The cities 
making the poorest showing were Lowell, Massachusetts; San Antonio, Texas; 
Portland, Oregon; Fort Worth, Texas; and Miami, Florida. The median in- 
crease in the 71 cities was 14.3%. 


MORTGAGE ACTIVITY: There are mortgage activity figures on 82 cities. 
In 79 of these cities, mortgage activity was higher in the fourth quarter of 1958 
in comparison with the corresponding period of a year ago, and 3 cities showed 
a decrease. The cities with the highest percentage increase in mortgage ac- 
tivity were Seattle, Washington; Salt Lake City, Utah; Tucson, Arizona; San 
Diego, California; and Portland, Oregon. The 3 cities showing a decrease in 
mortgage activity were Lowell, Massachusetts; Worcester, Massachusetts; and 
Little Rock, Arkansas. The median increase in the 79 cities was 18.7%. 


RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION: We have figures on all 96 cities on the 
volume of residential construction. In 81 of these cities, residential construc- 
tion was higher in the fourth quarter of 1958 than it was in the corresponding

period ofa year ago; 14 showed a decrease and 1 remained unchanged. The 
biggest increases were registered in Springfield, Massachusetts; Tulsa, Okla- 
homa; Terre Haute, Indiana; Trenton, New Jersey; and Tucson, Arizona. 
The lowest construction volume in relationship to the corresponding period of 
a year ago was in Topeka, Kansas; St. Paul, Minnesota; Elizabeth, New Jer- 
sey; Duluth, Minnesota; and Jacksonville, Florida. The median increase in 


the 81 cities was 43.5%. 


BANK DEBITS TO INDIVIDUAL ACCOUNTS: These figures are available 
in 94 of the 96 cities. The fourth quarter of 1958 in comparison with the fourth 
quarter of the preceding year showed increases in 82 cities and decreases in 
12. The cities with the highest percentage of increase were Richmond, Vir- 
ginia; Tucson, Arizona; San Jose, California; Nashville, Tennessee; and 
Kalamazoo, Michigan. The cities making the poorest showing were Lawrence, 
Massachusetts; Youngstown, Ohio; Duluth, Minnesota; Buffalo, New York; 
and Detroit, Michigan. The median increase in the 82 cities was 6.7%. 


EMPLOYMENT: Figures are available on employment in 92 of the 96 cit- 
ies. In 70 of these cities employment dropped in the last quarter of 1958 in 
comparison with the same period of a year ago, and in 22 cities it increased. 
The cities with the highest percentage of increase were San Jose, California; 
Fresno, California; Phoenix, Arizona; Tucson, Arizona; and St. Petersburg, 
Florida. Flint, Michigan, had the largest drop in employment, followed by 
Youngstown, Ohio; Toledo, Ohio; Cleveland, Ohio; and Detroit, Michigan. 
The median drop in the 70 cities was 3.7%. 


WAGES: Wage figures are available on 78 of the 96 cities. In 75 of these 
cities wages were higher in the last quarter of 1958 in comparison with the 
corresponding period of the preceding year, and in 3 cities they were lower. 
The cities with the largest increases were San Diego, California; Phoenix, 
Arizona; Topeka, Kansas; Fort Worth, Texas; and Seattle, Washington. The 
three cities with a percentage drop in wages were Mobile, Alabama; Memphis, 
Tennessee; and Allentown, Pennsylvania. The median increase in wages in 
the 75 cities was 4.3%. 


DEPARTMENT STORE SALES: Of the 96 cities, figures are available in 
82 on department store sales. In 64 of these cities department store sales 
were higher in the last quarter of 1958 than they were in the corresponding 
quarter of 1957; in 16 cities department store sales were lower, and 2 cities 
remained unchanged. The cities showing the greatest gain in department store 
sales were Gary, Indiana; Tulsa, Oklahoma; Stockton, California; Nassau 
County, New York; and San Jose, California. The cities showing the greatest 
loss in department store sales were Worcester, Massachusetts; Oakland, 
California; Evansville, Indiana; and Youngstown, Ohio. The median increase 
in the 64 cities was 5.9%.
